A Water Train Wrecked—Engineer

The Atlantic and Pacific 
peorle refuse to give any particulars of the 
smash-up, but officers of the Brotherhood of 
Engineers telegraphed ‘to friends in this 
city yesterday notifying them of the death 
of Bowan, and asked them to natify de- 


Colton. 

As near as can be learned from the dis- 
patches, the water train was making its 
way to The Needlee, and on approaching a 
little bridge the ergitieer noticed that it 
was on fire. He whistled “down brakes” 
and reversed his engine, but he was so 


close to the bridge before he discovered the | - 


danger that he could not bring the heavy 
train to a standstill. He did not even have 
time to jump, and the next instant the en- 
gine plunged on the burning bridge. and the 
whole train went down. ‘The fireman and 
train hands escaped with a few a 
bruises, but the engineer was crushed under 
his engine. 

The engine and train are badly smashed 
up and will be almost a total loss. As soon. 
as the dispatches were received by the 
brotherhood. in this city a committee was 
appointed to wait on Mrs. Bowan at Colton 
and notify her of her hasband’s death. 
They went down yesterday murning and 
will meet the remains this morning. The 
funeral will probably take place today. 

Bowan was an old Southern Pacific en- 
gineer, and had a number of friends in this 
city. He was one of the most careful en- 
gineers on the road. He leaves a widow 
and several children.

She will probably go to her 
son today. .

The Habeas Corpus Act—Charley Ah 
Him Consents to Face the 
Music—Detective Cox 
Likes Los Angeles. 


There is now a change of scenery in the 
Chinese drama from this city to San Fran- 
cisco, The sixth actin the comedy yester- 
day opened in Justice Lockwood’s court. 
Attorney R. A. Ling, who is assisting in 
the prosecution of Mong Ki Len, one of the 
Chinese rioters, moved for a continuance of 
the case owing tothe absence of material 
witnesses, One of the witnesses is the 
Chinese woman, the alleged wife of Charley 
Ah Him, who had left for San Francisco 
the day previous, and another witness is 
Charley Ah Him, himself, who is under ar- 
rest on a warrant from San Francisco, 
whither he was ordered to be taken last 
night. ‘The case was accordingly continued 
until the 20th inst. 

The second scene of the sixth act in the 
comedy-drama opened, after an intermis- 
sion of a few miuutes, in Judge Clark’s 
court. R. A. Ling, attorney for Ah Him, 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus in the Su- 
perior Court. Judge Clark issued the writ 
and made it returnable this morning at 10 
o’clock. Notice was also served on Chief 
of Police Glass to bring the prisoner before 
him at that hour. 

Attorney Ling states that he sued out the 
writ simply to test the questien of bail, be- 
lleving that the warrant of arrest which 

laced the bail at $4000 was admission to 

ail” within the meaning of the law, and 
that the prisoner was entitled to give bail in 
this county. 

Chief of Police Glass held that tho tel- 

raphic warrant, which merely stated the 
amount of bail, was simply a copy of the 
original, and that the prisoner can only 
give bail in the county where the alleged 
crime was committed. 

In the mean time Officer C. C. Cox arrived 
from San Francisco to take the prisoner 
hence, who was still held in e City 
Prison.

The matter was discussed in the Chief’s 
office last night, and the prisoner, consent- 
ing to waive the writ asked for, Charley Ah 
Him and Officer Cox left last night on the 
10:40 train for San Francisco, and this 
morning his counsel will ask Judge Clark 
to dismiss the writ.

| stroying of fifty square miles of the island 
‘of Java and over one hundred thousand 
lives, 

The four years’ plague of the sixth cen- 
, tury desolated whole provinces and left 
cities deserted and uninhabited. 

Then the black plague swept all before 

it. In London alone nearly fifty thousand 
people died in two months. 
. Such was the destruction caused by but 
two ot the world’s great epidemics, to say 
‘nothing of the more simple disasters that 
pass over the land yearly. Weall know 
what storms, tornadoes, cyclones, blizzards 
and floods havein recent years swept our 
coasts and wrought havoc in the interior of 
our country. 

Even greater in their power to rid the 
earth of a surplus are the consequences of 
evil living or non-observance of hygienic 
laws. ‘The records of homicides and deaths 
resulting from intemperance alone are suf- 
ficient to bear out this assertion. 

The natural growth of population has also 
been intefered with by wars, caused by 
greed of conquest, revenge and fanaticism. 

Varus sacrificed his entire army in the 
terrible German forests in the attempt to 
subjugate the fierce barbarians. ‘ 
Ine Britons were absolutely blotted out 
of existence by the invading Saxons,

The crusades present the most striking 
example in history of what so-called re- 
ligious wars have done in aiding Nature to 
dispose of worthiess excess, for did they 
not clear Europe of the very dregs of her 
population? It was at that time the merito- 
rious thing to make a pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land, «nd who were more ready to 
go than the idle, the dissatisfied and the 
adventurous. 

As science advances, we learn more and 
more concerning the heavenly bodies, By 
means of the spectroscope, scientists de- 
termine the constitueuts aud conditions of 
the planets, and by the improved telescopes 
‘asironomers can, to a certain extent, study 
their faces, 

Some of the planets may be inhabited by 
even a higher race of beings than we are, 
for we can hard!y be so conceited as to be- 
lieve that we are the only creatures in the 
great universe simply because we do not 
know of any others. 

As the result of the law of gravitation, 
by which gravity varies inversely as the 
square of the distance, we know that beings 
living upon an outer planet must be pro- 
portionately larger in retaining the same 
weight, asthe distances of the planet and 
the earth from the sun, and as the physical 
changes upon some of the planets are 
far more violent than those on the 
earth, the inhabitants of those planets must 
be preportionately affected.

Chormicle Exonerates Gardner and 
Tells How He Himse!f Did the 
Fatal Shooting--Other 
Court Notes. 


The most dramatic proceedings ofthe 


* Chormicie and Gardner murder trial oc- 


curred yesterday, the eleventh day of this 
now celedrated case. The courtroom was 
crowded with spectators all day to hear the 
story of the killing of George Walton and 
Dolores Cook by the defendant, William C. 
Chormicle. Court adjourned the day be 
fore just as the defendant reached the

CHORMICLE CONTINUES HIS TRAGIC STORY. 

“They drove down to the lumber while I 
was sitting in the house, a little farther 
north than where they first went. When 
they loaded lumber on the big wagon they 
Started up again. Cook remained a short

There was quite a sensational little scene 
at the commencement of the afternoon ses 
Sion. Counsel forthe defense stated that 
they wished to bring to the attention of the 
Court facts which they could prove; that 
Justice W. W. Jenkins had been approach 
ing their witnesses, asking them what they 
were going to say about bim. and threaten- 
ing to have them arrested on other charges 
if they said anything against him. 

Mr. Murphy said he hoped counsel on 
other side would keep Jenkins muzzled du 
ing the trial. They not wish to go into 
an investigation of his conduct, but would 
do so if necessary. , 

Horace Appel. Esq., who is assisting the 
District Attorney, scouted the idea that Mr.

CHORMICLE RESUMES HIS STORY. 

The crossexamination of the defendant 
was them resumed. He was questioned by 
Mr. McComas about his visits to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. He repeated, as he 
stated on his direct examination, that Mr. 
— said if it was as he represented he 
would have the misdemeanor case pending 
against bim, before Justice Austin, dis- 
missed. The second visit he made to the 
District Attorney’s cflice was with a view 
to seeing if he could not get Jenkins out of 
his office as Justice of the Peace. 

“I do not know who it was Isaw. I 
think it was a sandy-complexioned man.

January and 
February. 1 did not know Walton. I had 
a conversation with Cook shortly before he 
was killed about Mr. Chormiele. It was on 
the porch at my house. It was 
about the 14th or 15th of February. Charles 
Moore and another man, Doroteo Lopez 
were there. l recollect that Cook came to 
the porch, 1 asked him how the lawsuits 
at San Fernando had gone. They were suits 
between Mr. Chormiele and others. He said 
he had got away with them. He said he 
had arms. I told him that was a bad busi- 
ness. I told him I never had seen him with 
go many arms on him.

COOK’S REPUTATION. 

J. R. Moore, who resides at Newhall, tes- 
tified corroborating the statement by Mr, 
Duran in regard to the conversation about 
Chormicle, in which Cook said he was car- 
rying a pistol for Chormicle. The witness 
was reluctant to use the language which 
ook used, on account of ladies being in the 
courtroom, but gradually got it out. He 
also said that Cook said, when told by 
Duran that he ought not to try to do Chor- 
micle any harm, that he would “try him 
anyway. He testified that Cook’s reputa- 
tion for peace and quiet was bad. 

William Bailey, residing at the Alamo 
ranch, elght miles south of Gorman Sta- 
tion, a stock-raiser, and who has lived in 
the county twenty years, testified that he 18 
not acquainted with Mr. Chorwiele. He 
knew Dolores Cock. His reputation for 
peace and quiet was very bad. 

BEARDED. 

M. Kauffman of Santa Paula, a constable, 
testified that he is well acquainted with Mr. 
Chormicle. When Mr. Chormicle got in the 
cars at Piru after his arrest he looked odd 
to the witness, and he asked him what was 
the matter. He found his beard was torn 
out almost the size of a half a dollar. The 
face was puffed up.

But then it will require 
eternity to write its history. 


OTHER cities may indulge in their 
envious jokes at Chicago as much as 
they please, but they cannot deny that 
Chicago’s Board of Health has done 
the sensible thing in refusing to ac- 
cept any more death certificates giving 
“heart failure“ as the cause of death. 
Such statements give no idea of the 
real cause of death, for “heart fail- 
ure“ must naturally supervene before 
death can transpire, and medical 
science should find some better muke- 
shift than this, in accounting for the 
sudden demise: of a patient, because 
the term means no more than if the 
death certificate should announce that 
an individual was dead because he 

had died. 


- Some eastern papers are printing an 
item to the effect that Southern Cali- 
fornia fruit-growers are importing 
orange trees from Cuba in large num- 
bers.“ Owing to the great acarcity of 
young orange trees in our nurseries, 
consequent upon the very heavy plant- 
ing which has been going on,a great 
many trees have been imported from 
Florida, and one shipment, we believe, 
was made from Cuba, but to say that 
“large numbers“ of trees are being 
imported from the latter place is very 
Misleading. The high prevailing prices 
or young trees has caused extensive 
plantings of seed, not only by nursery- 
men but by outsiders, and next year 
there will probably be plenty of trees 
to go around. ; 


THAT is a horriblestory of premature 
burial which comes from Chicago. Un- 
fortunately, such occurrences ure not 
by any means so rare as they should 
be. Even if they happened only once 
in a lifetime, the possibility of this, 
the most awful of all fates, would tur- 
nish a powerful argument in favor of 
cremation, especially as there seems to 
be no unfailing method of establishing 
death before decomposition takes 
place. The French government not 
long ago unavailingly offered a large 
prize for a successful test. The earli- 
ness with which burial usually takes 

placé in this country, after death, adds 
to the risk of such a tragedy. Itisa 
serious matter, in which Government 
legislation would not be out of place. 
It is appalling to think what a small 
proportion the discovered cases of 
premature hurial must bear to those of 
which we can never know. 


‘CONGER’S LAME EXCUSES. 


Dr. O. H. Conger of Pasadena is, 
notoriously, the man who has been 
maliciously: pursuing Col. Markham 
for years, seeking personal vengeance. 
He 1s probably the only actual bitter 
personal enemy that Markham has in 
all California. It is he who has joined 
hands with Boruck, the yawping 
“hoss’’ editor, in the idle attempt to 
„down“ Markham. It is Conger 
who furnished Boruck with what 
he pretentiously calls the court 
records“ in the 
Goldsworthy suit against Markham, 
which was decided against them on 
nearly every point in Judge 
O’Melveny’s court. And yet at this 
late day Conger pleads ignorance of 
the Judge’s findings! In an interview 
with the Pasadena Star yesterday, 
Conger is quoted as saying: 


Concerning the findings, Dr. Conger said 
be knew nothing whatever of their nature 
or er until he read them in last Sat- 
— os ANGELES Times. He ~ 
po the judgment of the Court was for ordi- 
nary costs, and was surprised to learn from 
the text of the findings that they re ched 
much further. His want of knowledge on 
the subject arose from the fact that he took 
no pains to ascertain what the findings 
were at the time of the trial, relying upon 
the information given by his attorneys that 
the judgment was of the usual form. “It I 
had been fully advised of the scope of the 
findings, | should have regard it a8 6 
waste of time to attempt to show their one - 
sided and arbitrary character, and possibly 
should not have surrendered the court rec- 
ords to the leaders of the Republican party 
under the circumstances in which I did,“ 
said the Doctor. 


“The leaders of the Republican 
party!” What leaders? Conger 
speaks as though the call upon him to 
give up those court records” (which 
are accessible to anybody else) came 
from the entire Republican party 
through “‘the leaders.”” Such talk is 
pretentious and preposterous. ‘There 
was no such call upon him. The call 
came from avery small and very con- 
temptible clique. It is a Conger-Wat- 
erman-Boruck combination — nothing 
more. Itis weak and will fail. 

Conger pleads the baby act, and 
then attacks Judge O’Melveny’s find- 
ings in the case. This is natural. 
There is, however, no danger that the 
public will repudiate the Judge’s ver- 
sionof the law, the facts and the 
equity of the case, aud take the Doc- 
tor’s dictum instead. The one is a 
lawyer and a judge, who approached 
the subject with an unbiased mind; 
the other is neither a lawyer nora 
judge, and approaches the subject 
with a biased mind and a bitter heart. 
The difference is material; the con- 
trast marked. 

The interview closes with this hypo- 
critical utterance on the part of this 
leader of a forlorn hope: 


On the other hand, leading Republicans 
in the north requested me to furnish the evi- 
dence in this Los Angeles trial before the 
nominating convention, and I have telt in 
duty bound to give them access to the court 
records in the case, which is all that hus 
been done. 


So? Then what did the days of 
recent camping with the facile hoss“ 
editor mean? This last utterance 
looks very like taking water;’ it

We publish this morning a descrip- 
tion of the new market-house build- 
ingon Broadway, now nearing com- 
pletion. The enterprise and nerve of 
the builders, Mesars.

Together 
with this description we give some ac- 
count of what has been done in this 
direction in other American cities. 
We have frequently, of late, referred 
to the great advantages which would 
accrue to the city and to farmers in 
the neighborhood from the establish- 


control of the city. Such an estab-

A NEW POMPEII, 


A new Pompeii has been discovered 
over which the dust of many centuries 
has been piled, while history has taken 
no note of its existence. Its accidental 
discovery is reported by the Perseve- 
ranza, a Milanese journal. It is an 
Etruscan city near Marzaleatto, 
in the district Vergatto, province 
of Bologna, The Etruscan houses 
which have been excavated are ar- 
ranged like the Roman, and surrounded 
by shops. From the discoveries already 
made in this buried city the evi- 
dence is that it was not years in build- 
ing, but was built fora colony of set- 
tlers some time in the latter part of 
the fifth century before Christ. The 
graves which have been opened have 
historic voices and the huge vases tell 
the story of an early civilization, and 
of a city of which we have heretofore 
known nothing. It has broad streets, 
wide sidewalks and spacious dwellings, 
with floors of rich mosaics. But over 
it all is the silence of centuries and 
the mystery of burial and death.

NEW CRUISERS. 


The Union Iron Works Likely to Get 
the Contract for Construct- - 
ing Secretary Tracy's 


. Monster Baby.“

WASHINGTON, June 10.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Bids for over five 
million dollars’ worth of new naval 
vessels were opened today at noon. 
The vessels bid for were of three types. 
There was considerable excitement 
about the contest between the rival 
ship-builders. The largest of the three 
vessels, in fact, the largest vessel ever 
designated by the United States navy, 
1s known officially as armored cruiser 
No. 2, popularly as the 8100-ton vessel. 
She belongs to the class of swift cruis- 
ers, and is very close to a battle-ship, 
in that she is provided with a moder- 
ately heavy armor-belt, besides a pro- 
tective deck. The armor will be about 
four inches thick and curved. The 
protective deck will be six inches thick. 
She will be armed with six eight-inch 
and twelve four-inch breech-loadin 
rifles. She will develop 16,000 indi- 
cated horse-power, and a speed of 
twenty knots.’ Her dimensions are: 
Length, 380 feet; extreme breadth, 64 
feet 21 inches; depth in hold, 41 teet 
3 inches. 

The other large vessel, designated 
cruiser No. 6, is to have a displace- 
ment of 5500 tons, and has no armor, 
but is provided with a protective deck 
four and three-fourths inches thick. 
The main batteries consist of two 
8-inch and ten 4-inch breech-loading 
rifles. Sue is to make twenty knots an 
hour with 13,500-horse-power. The di- 
mensions are: Length, 330 feet; ex- 
treme breadth, 51 feet; depth, 33 feet. 

The third vessel is a practice cruiser 
ef 800 tons,a miniature man-of-war,

Academy. is generally expected 
that the builder who is awarded the 
contract for this vessel will lose 
money, asthere is just as much ma- 
terial to go into her as in some of the 
larger cruisers.

The Fine. New Building on 
South Broadway. 


GOOD WORK OF JONES & LINDLEY 


Advantages of a Public Market to 
Consumer and Producer—What’ 
the City Might Do—Prac- 
tice in Other Places. 


For several months past passers-by 
on Broadway have noticed an exten- 
sive brick building approaching com- 
Pletion on that street, opposite the 
postoffice, between Sixth and Seventh 
streets. It is a fine-looking building 
from the front, but only those who 
have inspected ‘the interior can have a 
correct idea of its capacity and conve- 
niences. 

This building is the Market-house 
and Armory Hall erected by Hervey 
E. W. Jones, at a 
— „000, and now nearly com 

DIMENSIONS. 

It has a frontage of 192 feet 

Broadway, the depth of the southern 


portion of the buildjng being 144 feet 
and of the northern ‘portion 90 feet. 


| The height of the ‘three ‘stories aud 


turret is 69} feet. The ground floor is 
one vast, lofty apartment, with a solid 
cement floor. The place is clean, cool 
and inviting. This is intended for use as 
a market-house, many stalls havin 
already been engaged. At the rear o 
the building are open spaces, measur- 
ing 84 by 184, 75 by 125, and 75 by 55 
feet, a total area of 28,956 square feet. 
This ground, or most of it, will be 
roofed in sooner or later, leavin 
ample driveways, and thus affor 
ample space for wagons loaded with 
produce to back up. 
THE ANNEX. 
In the rear of the building is the 
large and commodious three-story 
structure covering 80 by 120 feet, with 
a basement, formerly used as the St. 
Vincent’s School, and later as army 
headquarters of the Department of 
Arizona. An archway will be con-

that very article. 

A PUBLIC MARKET-HOUSE 
would obviate this difficulty. By this 
means the producer and consumer 
are brought together. Not only this, 
but a market price is at once estab- 
lished for various commodities. At 
—— there is none. A producer who 

rings a wagonload of produce to town 
spends halt the day in finding out how 
much his stuff is worth in the market, 
and even then this is only accom- 
lished after many heated discussions 
tween buyer and seller, the result 
frequently being that both are dissatis- 
fied, thinking they might bave done 
better. Under the market-house plan 
Se — would be established in half 
an hour. 


THE GREAT LAW OF SUPPLY AND DE- 
MAND 


would accomplish this. If the de- 
mand for any articles—say, for 
instance, strawberries—was greater 
than the supply on any particu- 
lar toorning, the price would be 
urn. and vice versa. In this man- 
manner, while the purchaser would 
have the benefit of open competition, 
the producer would be saved from 
ruinously low prices, because an 
equilibrium wouid soon be established. 
It would soon be ascertained how 
much, as a rule, the city could con- 
sume—perhaps on Saturdays, more 
than on others—and provisions would 
be made accordingly. 

Another excellent feature which 
might be incorporated in the market- 
house plan is 
A WHOLESALE AND SHIPPING DE- 

PARTMENT, 
which would handle produce by the 
carloads, buying mixed lots and send-

THE MARKET-PLACE. 

The ground floors, having been con- 
structed especially for the purpose of a 
public market, every ‘convenience 
which the experience of other cities 
could suggest has been provided. The 
great apartment is light, airy and 
cool. Provision has been made for 
water, sewer and gas connections for 
every stall. The open spaces in the 
rear front upon Hill street, giviug an 
excellent approach for wagons. 

The location of the building is un- 
surpassed, being in the very heart of 
the best residence section and just on 
the confines of the business quarter. 
The postoffice is just opposite, and 
cable cars pass the building every two 
or three minutes. There is plenty of 
elbow-room and fresh air, the windows 
of ths building looking out upon 
stately trees, instead of brick walls and 
back yards. 

A WANT SUPPLIED. 

In the construction of this market- 
house, the owners, while of course 
working primarily for their own pock- 
ets, have undoubtedly had in view the 


Frequent attention has been drawn ia 
THE Times to the need of some such 
establishment as this in Los Angeles. 
-There are few cities in the country of 
this size without a market-house. Such 
an institution. is especially desirable 
here, where we depend so largely upon 
the products of the soil. There is u 
great cry in Los Angeles at present for 


}manufactures and other productive 


supplying of an acknowledged” want. 


ment—which might be a separate cor- 
poration—to keep thoroughly informed 
of the state of eastern markets for 
our produce, to open up new markets, 
also to find markets for new products. 


By this arrangement a won- 
derful impetus would be 
given to the cultivation of our 


soil, which is now so much retarded by 
the haphazard manner in which pro- 
ducts are sold. The dumping of large 
quantities of one particular article 
upon a sluggish market would be 
avoided and fair prices thus insured. 
It migbt also be arranged to make ad- 
vances to shippers, the balance to be 


paid upon telegraphic advice of sales. 


THE CITY SHOULD CONTROL. 

To obtain the best results, however, 
from such a public market-house as is 
outlined above, it should be, as it is in 
many cities, under control of the city. 


the city, it could be placed under 
such sanitary and other regulations as 
would at onc make it what it should 
be—ihe great trading-place of the city 
for articles of consumption—for every 
variety of food product. In order to 
accomplish this, it might be well to 
place some moderate restriction upon 
the peddling of produce from wagons, 
during certain hours of the day. It 
might, for instance, be stipulated by 
ordinance that peddlers should sell 
their wares at the market-house up to 
say 9 o’clock in the morning, after 
which they could go around the streets. 


Behind the warket-house they could 
have space for their wagons, 
at moderate charge. Holders

This objection could be 
overcome by placing the holders of 
stalls on exactly the same level, as re- 
privileges, with storekeepers on 
the outside. They would have to pay 
the same license and to bear all the ex- 
penses to which a storekeeper is liable. 
Under such circumstances there would 
be no legitimate grounds for complaint 
from this source, while the advantage 
which would accrue, both to producers 
and consumers, would be incalculable. 
Among the latest places to establish 
a public market place is San Diego, 
which was enabled to open one a few 
months ago through the efforts of the 
ladies’ annex of the San Diego Cham- 
ber of Commerce.

A Practical Mining Man Talks About 
, Oiting Facts and Quoting 
Figures Vast Min- 
Belt. 


Ed L. Baker, who’ has been devoting the 
past sevefi months to mining in the Silver 
Mountain district,, and who recently re- 
‘turned to this city, as noted by Tue Times 
the other day, is a strong believer in Los 
Angeles as an availiable point for the es- 
tablishment of smelting works. 

In conversation with a reporter of Tue 
‘Tims yesterday, he said: Silver Moun- 
tain district alone could guarantee a smelter 
here in Los Angeles fifty tons of ore a day. 
There is any ‘quantity of mineral in the 
Gistrict, and here we are com- 
pelled to ship our sample car- 


loads all the way to San Francisco and 


Pueblo. Colo., to get them reduced. Why, 
thre ledge upon which our carbonate mine is 
located can be traced four and one-half 
miles, The whole country up there Is 
filled with mineral. Then look at the other 
districts besides ours that might be made 
tributary to Los Angeles. Ali of the con- 
centrations of the Calico district now go to 
Colorado to be smelted. 

“Then, out on the line of the Soutbern 

fic at Mammoth Tank and other places, 
clear to Yuma, there are mines of rebellious 
ores that cannot be treated in mills. 

“At Cerro Gordo they are reducing thelt ore 
by the ‘jiggieg’ process, and they send the 
concentrated lead and silver to San Fran- 
cisco for reduction. 

“In Bear Valley, in the Ord dis- 
trict, in the lava beds, from Prov- 
idence Mountain to the Colorado River, 
We know that the country is filled with 
ae ore. In the Rock Creek district, 
near A ro you can find any quantity of 
*peacock ore’—copper-silver glance. It con- 
tains some of nearly every kina of metal, 
and carries seventy to eighty dollars a ton, 
bat it is very rebellious, and will not 
flax by ordinary processes. Lots of these 
ledges are narrow. and, of course, do not 
cafry a large quantity ‘of ore; but, witha 


„ emelter near at hand, it would pay to work 


them out. It has been demonstrated that 
even a six-inch vein which runs as high as 
£50 a ton, will pay to work to a depth of 
one hundred anc fifty or two hundred feet. 
Such ledges are quite common all over this 
country. Why, there are even good mines 
within ten or tweive miles of this town that 
might be profitably worked under proper 
conditions. Tirere is some such deposit in 
the hills back ot Glendale, 

“As matters staud now, only the rlehest 
of ores can bear the heavy expense of ship- 
ment to San Francisco or Colorado, and the 
high tolls there charged; but let a smelter 
be established in this vicinity, and you 
would see how the business of — 
would be stimulated. Not only would 
large number of the middic-ciass mines be 
worked with advantage all the way round, 
but the country would be filled with ‘car- 
bonaters,’ a class of men who go about 
prospecting on theirown hook, aud, when 
they strike a Ilttle pocket, work it out on 
what is Called the ‘coyote’ process, getting 
n few tons of ore, which they ship to the 
reduction works and realize on immedi- 
ately. Sometimes they overhaul old dumps 
and get out enough are to pay them. It is 
the r man’s mine.
